Dear Mr. Griffey; 

This responds to your request for information pertaining to the “Committee to Investigate the 
FBI” whieh was referred to this office by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Our review of the referred documents reveals they contain personal identifiers (such as 
names) of third parties, the release of which would constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. Accordingly, we must partially deny your request and withhold this 
information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) provisions 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) 
and (b)(7)(C). All releasable information is provided to you at enclosure (1). 

As the official responsible for the partial denial of your request, I am advising you of your 
right to appeal this determination. Your appeal must be postmarked within 60 calendar days 
from the date of this letter and should be addressed to the Secretary of the Navy’s designee: 
Office of the Judge Advocate General, (Code 14), 1322 Patterson Avenue, S.E., Suite 3000, 
Washington Navy Yard, D.C. 20374-5066. The envelope and letter should bear the annotation 
“FOIA Appeal.” Please include a copy of your original request with your appeal letter. 

There are no assessable fees associated with the processing of your request.

I departed Camp Lejeune on a weekend "swoop** on 18 -Sep 1970* It vas not ny 
intention at that tima to romain away from ay duty assignment and enter Into a ■' 
deserter status* I had planned to spend the weekend In Norwich, Conn, \jhile 
in Norwidi, I visited a Coffee House on Main Street In Norwich called '*The Horn", 
^lle In Tho Horn Coffee Bouae, I observed a great deal of printed matter, some 
of vhlch was In reference to conscientious objector (CO) statusi Beeaxiso I did ' 
not know what a C O was, I aske d a couple of girls that were in tli o Coffee Hoiw e. 
Tholr names were IBPPIBBIWI Pattd I do not recall what WPMHPt 

last name was* 'lljljBjlllllPmdfBHB|P^ues'tlooed rsa about tty likes and dislikes 
about the Narine Corps* I told them that Z had the normal amount of gripes so 
they invited tee out to where they lived, which was a coimune type farm located 
at Voluntovn, Conn*. The natsa of the place, I found out, was the headquarters of 
the New England Conmilttce for Nonviolent Action* ■■■^■■■■Ikaaw that I was • 
put up overnight at the farm a nd, th e next day I tset and talked with tho leader of 
tho group whose name Is & woman who la approximately forty years of 

age* All told, I observed opprox^ately twenty other people at the farm, all 1 
would say, under thirty years of age* • I was told that these were approxiisatcly 
forty residents there* In formed me that the group was all pacifists 

and that they were against all war* She talked tae Into signing apaper that sold 
I was agoinot all war and that I would bo willing to go to jail rather than fight* 


I don't know why I had signed it but I 


tasked me some questions 


as to how secure the ^!arlna Corps Base at Camp Lejoune was and how difficult it. 
would be to get aboard* I told her that one would havo to check in with the 
Military Police and atate their imp .purpose before being allowed on* After this* 
we talked about how I could set out of the service, either by claiming to be a 
CO or by claiming that ny enlistment had been frau dulent* The next day I vas 
tdken to New London by IHIBikmd^HflBHBBIIIIIIII^ where ve caught a train to 
Philadelphia* ^iHHpltad Infonaad me that we wore going to the office of the 
Central Coomittee for Conscientious Objectors (CCCO) which is located in Phlla*/ 
dclphia* W!iila there, I met ]BWBB WBIIBMi>(phoaQticSt who is the tailltoxy 
counselor for the CCCO* j|m[|H0^tall.ed to me about the best to avoid 
further military service and it vas finally decided, by no, that tho best way 
would bo for me to flee to Canada* ' m ^
